
Cars, Christmas presents and charity money stolen

RAIDERS ransacked a day 
centre that supports adults 
with learning disabilities caus¬ 
ing around £20,000 of damage 


Two cars, computers, charity mon¬ 
ey and Christmas presents were sto¬ 
len during the raid early on Saturday 
morning. 

The burglars also poured anti-freeze, engine 
oil and paint throughout the premises of Pinna¬ 
cle Supports in Hayes Lane, Stourbridge. 

Bosses who run the centre, which supports 
around 40 people, called the attack ‘soul-de¬ 
stroying’ and ‘devastating’. But they hailed as 
‘fantastic’ support that the centre’s community 
showed to help repair the damage and replace 
stolen funds. Thanks to their help the support 
centre was open on Monday despite not being 
fully operational. 

Company director Anna Scott, aged 49, of 
Halesowen, said: “They broke their way into 
the back of the property by smashing a window. 
It looks like they used anti-freeze and paint and 
emptied it all over the floor. They also poured 
engine oil into shoe boxes which we had been 
collecting with items to give to the Salvation 
Army. 

Wheelchair 

“Two of our cars were stolen. The thieves also 
stole a safe and carried it off in a wheelchair. In¬ 
side was £200 which the centre had raised from 
a Macmillan coffee morning in November. It is 
soul-destroying. 

“But we have got a great team of staff. We 
have been pulling together so we don’t let the 
clients down because families rely on us.” 

Mrs Scott runs the day centre with her hus¬ 
band Peter, 51. It supports around 40 people, 
providing social and leisure activities for them. 

Mr Scott said: “The people who came down to 
help us were fantastic. Around 30 to 40 people 
- staff, users and families - rallied around and 
came down to help us with a clean-up.” 

One of the stolen cars had been involved in 
a crash in Furlong Lane, Cradley, on Saturday 
evening and the other had been recovered after 
being abandoned in Compton Road, Cradley 
Heath. 

Mr Scott expected the centre to be fully up 
and running within a few days. He said people 
had been donating money and items to the cen¬ 
tre and a fundraising justgiving page has been 
set up on the internet.

HUNDREDS RELEASE BALLOONS IN TRIBUTE TO LYDIA

HUNDREDS of balloons were released into 
the sky in a touching tribute to brave Dudley 
teenager Lydia Pearce Ameson. 

More than 200 friends and family members 
gathered to remember the ‘confident and 
beautiful’ 15-year-old, who died from a rare 
illness. 

After counting down from 15, the group 
sent an array of blue balloons with special 
messages attached soaring above Milking 
Bank Park, which is near Lydia’s former pri¬ 
mary school. 

Lydia had been diagnosed with neurofi¬ 


bromatosis Type 1 when she was 18 months 
old - a rare genetic condition which causes 
tumours to grow along nerves. 

The Wolves fan died on November 20 just 
days after being visited at home by club cap¬ 
tain Danny Batth, who presented her with a 
signed shirt. Fans paid tribute by applauding 
on the 15th minute of the Wolves versus Shef¬ 
field Wednesday match at Molineux. 

The teenager’s friends from Bishop Milner 
Catholic College organised Saturday’s memo¬ 
rial event in her honour. 

Among them was Jake Anslow, aged 15, 


who said: “Lydia had a lot of friends and we 
wanted to do something to remember her. I’m 
happy so many people turned up.” 

Lydia’s mother Sarah Ameson said it had 
been an emotional moment watching the 
balloons being released but added that her 
daughter would have been proud. 

“She was a very special girl and it’s really 
lovely that all of her friends have turned out 
for the balloon release. It was really beautiful. 

“She loved her time at Milking Bank Pri¬ 
mary School and she had a lot of friends at 
Bishop Milner.”

Two charged after 
young mother dies 

TWO men have been charged over the 
death of a teenage mother who died when 
the car she was a passenger in hit a wall. 

Nadine Foster, aged 18, from Stour¬ 
bridge, was travelling in a Ford Focus 
when it crashed on April 16. She was taken 
to hospital but died days after the crash on 
Flagley Road in Oldswinford. 

Dylan Stringer, 22, of Wychbury Road, 
Stourbridge, and Joseph Chance, 24, of 
Murcroft Road, Stourbridge, were due to 
appear at Walsall Magistrates Court on 
December 6.

Village shocked 
by fatal car crash

Former Kinver High School pupil, 
Jack de Bell, aged 18, died after his 
Ford Fiesta hit a tree at about 4.30am 
on Saturday. 

On the evening after his death family 
and friends met in his memory at the 
White Flarte pub in the village 
His former headteacher, Chris Rog¬ 
ers, said: “The staff really liked him. He 
had a real twinkle in his eye.”

Glassboys' FA Cup dream put on ice

STOURBRIDGE Football Club fans had 
their FA Cup dream put on ice as the 
clash with Northampton was postponed 
due to part of the War Memorial Athlet¬ 
ic Ground pitch being frozen. 

The rearranged tie will take place 
on Tuesday and the reward for victory 
would be a trip south to face Wycombe 
Wanderers after Glassboys went into 
the draw for the third round (see front 
page) for the first time. 

Sunday’s game was called off by the 
referee less than two hours before kick¬ 
off. Many home supporters had already 
travelled to the ground, as had away 


fans who were making a 140-mile round 
trip from the East Midlands for the sec¬ 
ond round tie. 

Glassboys fan Vince Del Vecchio, 
aged 57, who lives near the ground and 
attends games with his wife Helen, said: 
“I’m very disappointed - we’ve played in 
much worse weather than this. They’ve 
cleared snow off the pitch before and 
we’ve still been able to play. 

“It’s the away fans I feel more sorry 
for because a lot of them were already 
making their way to the ground.” 

Mike Harrison from Bewdley said 
he believed more could have been done 


to ensure the pitch was match ready. 
“They could have put a sheet on the 
ground,” he said. But Cobblers fan Tom 
White, 62, said: “These things can’t be 
helped. It’s just a pity they couldn’t let 
us know sooner. Maybe they expected 
the pitch to thaw out in time.” 

Chairman Andy Pountney said: 
“Everyone is a little bit disappointed be¬ 
cause we had all been looking forward 
to the game and we were ready to play. 
But the bright side is that we will be in 
the draw for the next round for the first 
time in the club’s history.”

14-year-old put behind 
bars for knife attack 

A 14-year-old schoolboy who 
slashed a man across the stom¬ 
ach in Sedgley High Street has 
been locked up for three years. 

The teenager, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, attacked 18-year-old 
scaffolder Daniel Hunt slicing open 
his abdomen. He has been left with a 
scar from hip to hip. 

Mr Hunt was stabbed with a six-inch 
blade and left on the ground as the attacker 
fled the scene. 

Prosecutor Linda Cortese told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court: “Mr Hunt and his 
girlfriend were in Sedgley High Street at 
around 5.45pm (on October 9) heading to 
a convenience store. They came across a 
group of males who Mr Hunt had previ¬ 
ously had a falling out with. 

“There had been a previous argument 
with the defendant’s cousin. The defendant 
took a hat from Mr Hunt. Someone shouted 
to them that they should sort it out in the 
car park. Mr Hunt started to remove his 
bag as he expected he was about to get 
involved in a fight. Someone shouted ‘put 
the knife away’ to the defendant, who then 
stabbed the victim. 

Hospital 

“Mr Hunt was taken to hospital. He re¬ 
quired emergency surgery.” 

The court heard that the defendant was 
arrested and interviewed. He admitted see¬ 
ing Mr Hunt and speaking to him but said 
he blacked out and didn’t know whether he 
produced the knife or used it. 

In his victim statement, Mr Hunt said: 

“I could have died and for what? Since this 
happened, I have been scared to go out. It’s 
had an effect on my whole life.” 

The court also heard that the victim had 
lost his job because of the injury and would 
not be able to work again until March. He 
was in hospital for five days. 

The attacker, who pleaded guilty to 
wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm and possession of a bladed ar¬ 
ticle, had a previous conviction for battery. 

Defence barrister Stanley Reiz said: “He 
has a problem managing his anger. He ac¬ 
knowledges what he did was incredibly se¬ 
rious. He has written a letter to the court 
apologising to the victim and has genuine 
remorse.” The boy will serve his sentence 
in a Young Offenders Institute.

Children's 
deaths from 
cancer fall 
five per cent 

THE rate at which children are dying 
from cancer has fallen five per cent in a 
decade, according to new figures. 

The statistics were revealed as it was 
announced the bravery of children with 
cancer in the Black Country is to be rec¬ 
ognised with a special award. 

Thanks to more research and better 
treatments, the latest figures show that 
death rates for under-15s in the West 
Midlands have decreased from around 
24 deaths per million children a decade 
ago to around 22 deaths per million chil¬ 
dren today. 

According to figures between 2012 and 
2014, around 145 children are diagnosed 
with cancer each year and around 20 die 
in the West Midlands. 

Cancer Research’s Children’s Cancer 
Trials Team co-ordinates ground-break¬ 
ing cancer trials for children and young 
people in specialist treatment centres 
across the UK. 

Cancer Research UK Kids & Teens 
has now launched its annual Star 
Awards across the country to recognise 
survivors and patients. 

Relatives and friends of young cancer 
patients and survivors are being urged 
to nominate them for the accolade in the 
run-up to Christmas. 

Jane Redman, group spokeswoman for 
the West Midlands, said: “It is a privi¬ 
lege to be able to recognise the courage 
of children with cancer with a Star 
Award.”

Pub to make way 
for eight homes 

A PUB will be demolished to make way 
for new homes after planning bosses 
gave the green light. 

The Leopard Inn on Dudley Road, 
Sedgley, will be knocked down and eight 
new houses built in its place. 

Councillor Dean Perks, of Upper Gor¬ 
nal and Woodsetton ward, said: “Whilst 
I would like the little local pubs to stay 
open, the Leopard was not sustainable. 

“We need to get more homes and the 
homes will be affordable. The houses 
will feature solar panels on the roof. I 
think all new homes should be built with 
this provision.” 

The pub dates back to the early 1800s 
and is considered a landmark in Upper 
Gornal. 

The scheme includes six two-bedroom 
homes and one four-bedroom home.

Swimming 
pool closes 
for£l0,000 
repair work 

THE popular swimming pool at Crys¬ 
tal Leisure Centre in Stourbridge 
will be temporarily closed during the 
Christmas and the New Year period 
for repair work. 

Council bosses have revealed that 
the pool on Bell Street will be shut 
from Sunday (December 11) until 
January 2. 

The works will allow essential 
resurfacing on the poolside and re¬ 
placement grouting in the pool tank, 
costing a total of £10,000. 

Meanwhile, the venue’s 25 metre 
pool and rest of the leisure centre will 
remain open for business as usual. 

Dudley Council leisure centres chief 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“We apologise for any inconvenience. 
The 25 metre pool and the pools at 
our other leisure centres will be open 
as usual.” 

The repairs are being carried out at 
a time when council bosses are con¬ 
sidering replacing the borough’s three 
leisure centres (including Dudley and 
Halesowen) and creating two new 
ones in their place. 

A campaign has been launched 
to keep all three centres open, at 
Wellington Road in Dudley, Great 
Cornbow Road in Halesowen and the 
Crystal Leisure Centre. 

Former councillor Tracy Wood has 
set up the Save Our Leisure Centres 
campaign. 

The large and small pool at the 
Sandwell Leisure Trust run Haden 
Hill Leisure Centre is also available 
but will close for Christmas between 
December 19 and 29.

Pervert in prison for trying to lure girls 



Shawn Jones - sent to prison 


A PERVERT who tried to lure school¬ 
girls into the back of his car has been 
jailed for four and half years. 

Shawn Jones had been found guilty by 
a jury of four charges of attempted ab¬ 
duction with intent to commit a sexual 
offence. 

The 45-year-old from Norwood Road, 
Brierley Hill, had targeted two girls on 
two separate occasions while they were 
carrying out paper rounds and struck 
again after being arrested and bailed. 

On January 15, 2015, Jones told a 
14-year-old girl in the Kates Hill area 
she was beautiful before offering to 


drive her around in his BMW. He made 
a similar offer when he pulled up next 
to a 12-year-old girl in Cradley, on April 
14 that year. 

Jones then approached two girls, aged 
13 and 14, as they sat in the back of a car 
outside the KFC at Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

As he was sentenced, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard the offences had 
had a serious impact on all four victims. 
Prosecutor Glyn Samuel said both the 
girls involved in the KFC incident had 
since required counselling and felt anx¬ 
ious leaving the house. The other two 


victims also felt nervous about going out. 

Judge John Wait told Jones he would 
serve at least half of the four and a half 
year sentence in prison and the rest on 
licence. He will also be subject to a sexual 
harm prevention order for an indefinite 
period and placed on the sex offenders 
register for life. 

Judge Wait said he had taken into 
account good character references for 
Jones and the fact that he had not got 
out of his car. But he told him that com¬ 
ments he had made to girls were ‘grossly 
inappropriate’ and caused ‘very great 
distress’ . 


Taxi driver jailed for 
causing death of boy 


A TAXI driver from Dudley has been 
jailed for six years for causing the 
death of a 12-year-old boy in a crash. 

Amar Atwal, of Great Barr, suffered ‘dev¬ 
astating’ brain injuries after being thrown 
from a car by the force of the impact. 

Nadeem Hussain caused the crash after he failed 
to stop at a junction in Stone Cross, where he 
should have given way. 

CCTV footage played to the jury at Birmingham 
Crown Court showed Hussain’s Vauxhall Astra go 
straight across Hollyhedge Road from Thursfield 
Road into the oncoming Mitsubishi Outlander, 
which ended up on its roof. 

Paramedics battled to save young backseat pas¬ 
senger Amar, who had not been wearing a seat 
belt, but he died two days later from his injuries at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. The schoolboy’s 
cousin, also 12, was seriously injured. 

Investigators calculated that Hussain, aged 35, 
of Lloyd Street, was travelling at around 36mph 
in a 30mph zone. The Mitsubishi, being driven 
by Amar’s relative Gurvinder Kaur, was also 
judged to have been going above the speed limit, 
at about 50mph. Prosecutors said it was Hussain 
who caused the crash, as he had driven straight 
across the junction where there were ‘clear’ give 
way markings. 

Cabbie Hussain drove was off-duty at the time of 
the accident, in May last year. 

The jury took an hour to find him guilty of caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving and on two counts 
of causing serious injury by dangerous driving. 

Risk 

Hussain was on the way to visit his sister and 
told the jury that he had braked on the approach to 
the junction but carried on across as he could see 
no vehicles coming. He blamed the driver of the 
Mitsubishi. Adam Western, prosecuting, described 
his account as ‘rubbish’. 

Judge Francis Laird QC said Hussain had shown 
no remorse. He told him: “You took a risk. What 
you did that fateful evening will last with others 
for the rest of their lives.” 

Schoolboy Amar was a footballer for Willen- 
hall-based Sporting Khalsa and attended Queen 
Mary’s Grammar School in Walsall. 

Amar’s parents revealed that they had tried to 
conceive for five years before IVF treatment al¬ 
lowed them to have their beloved son. His mother, 
Sukhjinder Atwal, recalled that when she last saw 
her son alive he had given her a hug and told her he 
loved her. His family revealed that Amar’s organs 
had been donated to help others.

Unpaid holiday proposal to 'protect' jobs 


STAFF at Dudley Council could 
be forced to take five days unpaid 
holiday each year as part of the au¬ 
thority’s plans to make £1.5 milli on 
savings. 

The proposal could be part of 
the cash-strapped Labour council’s 
three-year saving-plan, following 
Government funding cuts. 

Opposition leaders have aired 
doubts regarding the proposal. They 


believe the measure should be op¬ 
tional because it could hit staff on 
lower wages the hardest. 

Conservative member Council¬ 
lor Les Jones, Chairman of Dudley 
Council’s Corporate Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee, said: “There are a number 
of options available to the council 
including this measure. It is just a 
proposal and it will be subject to ne¬ 
gotiations, such as with trade unions. 


“The current proposal from the 
council is that this would be compul¬ 
sory, but some people will not be able 
to afford it.” 

Optional 

Councillor Jones said that he 
would agree to the cost-saving meas¬ 
ure if it was made optional. 

Council leader Councillor Pete 
Lowe said: “Staff have gone above 


and beyond through some very diffi¬ 
cult times in recent years, but these 
proposals are very much about pro¬ 
tecting jobs and essential front line 
services. 

“We have had to think long and 
hard about these proposals in the 
face of continued reductions in Gov¬ 
ernment funding.” 

The proposals include unpaid leave 
over Christmas and Easter. 


Council spend film 
on staff redundancies

MORE than £11 million 
was forked out by Dudley 
Council on employees’ re¬ 
dundancy packages in one 
year. 

The Labour-controlled coun¬ 
cil made at least 134 voluntary 
and two compulsory redundan¬ 
cies in the last financial year. 

Bosses revealed they had spent 
£ 11.3m on redundancy packages 
over the period. It is a sharp rise 
from three years before, when the 
council spent £2.68m on redundan¬ 
cies over the same time period. In 
total, the council has spent £25m in 
packages over the past four years. 

Boses blame the redundancies 
on ‘unprecedented cuts’ from Gov¬ 
ernment, which has left the council 
scrambling to make ends meet. But 
opposition councillors say the scale 
of the payouts are like lotto wins for 
senior staff. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader 
of the Conservative group, said: “A 
lot of the redundancy money has 
gone to senior staff, who walk away 
with small lottery wins. 

Justify 

“The man on the street would be 
scratching their head and thinking 
how can the council justify those 
figures. Thanks to our perseverance 
the council will now only pay the 
statutory required amount.” 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, 
leader of the UKIP group in Dudley, 
said: “This all comes back to poor 
long term planning from the coun¬ 
cil. I think the council has too many 
middle managers.” 

Councillor Judy Foster, deputy 
leader of the council, said: “In the 
last six years we have seen a £76m 
reduction in funding, which is set 
to rise to £92m over the next three 
years. As a result, we have had to 
look at ways of working differently 
and this has inevitably had an im¬ 
pact on the number of staff. We 
have therefore seen an increase 
in the number of redundancy pay¬ 
ments. We are proposing changes 
to our severance arrangements in 
order to reduce redundancy costs.”

The shop sells T-shirts with slogans from the region 
along with thousands of custom-made print jobs. 

In the 12 months since moving, the shop has printed 
more than 16,000 garments. Including items for Black 
Country expatriates as far away as Australia and Can¬ 
ada. 

Stephen Pitts, director, said: “The moment we saw 
the Black Country flag flying on top of the castle we 
knew it was the right thing to do. 


“We wanted more of a retail area and with Dudley 
we had much of a bigger space and a lot more room for 
people to come and look around. 

“We have quite a following and its really great to see 
people are pleased for us as well. Its a nice feeling. 

“Our initial aim was to promote the wonderful Black 
Country culture and we will continue to do that.” 

The business first started nearly ten years ago and 
became an hit in the region for celebrating the Black 
Country and because of its cheeky slogans based on the 
local lingo. 

Earlier this year the shop also created a T-shirt to 
mark the anniversary of the death of Dudley football 
legend Duncan Edwards. 


College is 
under fire 
for getting 
low ranking 

SANDWELL College has been criti¬ 
cised after it was ranked among the 
bottom fifth of colleges in the country, 
according to a new report. 

A survey of bosses finds the college 
ranked among the worst in the coun¬ 
try in terms of employer satisfaction. 

The West Bromwich-based campus 
scored zero out of four in terms of how 
it was viewed by companies - in stark 
contrast to colleges in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Dudley, which both scored 
high marks putting them in the top 
third. 

Sandwell College was ranked in the 
bottom 40 colleges overall, according 
to the league table which also judged 
sites on the satisfaction of students, 
success of apprenticeships and how 
many students found jobs. 

The data was revealed by further 
education website FE Week. 

Sandwell College scored a meagre 
employer satisfaction rate of 54 out of 
100. This compared to Dudley College, 
which scored 91. 

Improved 

Sandwell College spokeswoman 
Helen Dalloway said: “These ratings 
are entirely arbitrary, based on in¬ 
complete data. 

“Our most recent Ofsted report, 
which graded the college as good, 
states: ‘Apprenticeship provision 
meets much-needed demands from 
employers’. 

“Apprenticeship success rates have 
improved year on year and were five 
per cent above the national average.” 

Car fire closes

Crew commander Daniel Cart¬ 
wright, from Brierley Hill fire station, 
said: “The driver of the vehicle man¬ 
aged to get out before he suffered any 
injuries. We did have to close the road 
to make sure the area was safe, which 
did cause delays for drivers, but we 
had it reopened in 25 minutes.”

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End of an 
era as firm 
closes and 
43 jobs go 

NEARLY a century of Black Coun¬ 
try engineering history have been 
brought to an end after Smethwick 
Drop Forge was closed with the loss 
of 43 jobs. 

The company, based in Stourport 
Road, Kidderminster, could trace its 
roots back to a fire-irons maker in 
Dudley in 1926. The firm had been 
struggling in recent years with de¬ 
clining sales, making a £300,000 loss 
in 2015. 

It made highly engineered connect¬ 
ing rods for truck and automotive 
companies, supplying customers such 
as Jaguar Land Rover, Perkins En¬ 
gines, Fiat and Ford. 

Chris Pole and Mark Orton from 
KPMG Restructuring were appointed 
joint administrators to Smethwick 
Drop Forge, immediately closed the 
business and made the staff redun¬ 
dant 

KPMG said it was appointed after 
“a prolonged period of declining sales, 
and in the absence of a buyer, follow¬ 
ing efforts by management to sell the 
business.” 

Chris Pole, a partner at KPMG, 
said: “Like many suppliers in the 
manufacturing industry, Smethwick 
Drop Forge has been affected by dif¬ 
ficult trading conditions which has 
ultimately resulted in the directors 
taking the difficult decision to close 
its operations and place the business 
into administration. 

“Our main focus is on supporting 
employees with their redundancy 
claims and seeking a buyer for the 
business’ assets.”

STAFF at a council children’s home in Dudley have 
been praised by Ofsted following an inspection. 

The home in Dudley, which specialises in looking 
after young people with learning disabilities, has re¬ 
tained its outstanding rating. 

The home, which cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, achieved outstanding status in 2015 and in¬ 
spectors continue to be impressed with standards. 

Seven young people aged between 10 and 17 are 
currently looked after at the centre. 

Ofsted praised staff for making young people feel 
respected, supported and ensuring they could have 
a ‘strong sense of personal identity’. 

The watchdog said the youngsters staying at the 
home were making huge progress. 


It said staff worked closely with parents, and that 
by providing continuous help meant all of the young 
people were able to grow in confidence and develop 
skills to help them move towards semi-independ¬ 
ence. 

Delighted 

They are performing well at school, enjoying tak¬ 
ing part in social activities and even undertaking 
voluntary work in their local communities, Ofsted 
said in its inspection report. 

Dudley Council’s children’s services boss Council¬ 
lor Ian Cooper said he was delighted with the report 
and praised staff at the children’s home for their 
commitment and dedication. 


“This is an excellent report for the team who 
work tirelessly to support, care for and mentor our 
young people,” he said. 

“I am delighted that they have received this rec¬ 
ognition from Ofsted. The children are safe, sup¬ 
ported, cared for and encouraged to develop their 
communication, social and personal skills and are 
clearly thriving in this environment.” 

The praise comes as a boost to Dudley Council 
after bosses decided to close another of its children’s 
homes in the borough. 

Parkes Street Children’s Home is to shut follow¬ 
ing a review, in a move which will save the authority 
£670,000 a year and put 70 jobs at risk. Police had 
been called to the home on a number of occasions. 


Hippodrome rescue 
deal is sealed at last 


DUDLEY Hippodrome was is now 
in the hands of campaigners who 
saved it, after a deal to hand over 
the keys was finally sealed with 
Dudley Council. 

Work to transform the Castle Hill thea¬ 
tre - once known as the ‘Showplace of the 
West Midlands’ -into a modern venue for 
the whole Black Country now gets under 
way. 

The campaigners, who saved Hippodrome 
from plans to demolish it to create a public 
open space, are now working to open the build¬ 
ing to the public as a theatre for the first time 
in half a century. 

Now a lease with Dudley Council has been 
signed off, preparations to refurbish the build¬ 
ing will start with architects expected to be 
brought in 

It marks an extraordinary achievement for 
members of the Black Country Hippodrome 
group. Now they they another major achieve¬ 
ment - to raise around £5 million to make the 
dream a reality. 

The building has not been used as a theatre 
since the 1960s. In its heyday it hosted such 
stars as Laurel and Hardy, Bob Hope, Gracie 
Fields, George Formby, Ken Dodd and Bob 
Monkhouse. It’s last use as a venue was as a 
bingo hall. 

Thrilled 

Steve Daniels, from Black Country Hip¬ 
podrome, who led negotiations with council 
bosses, said he was delighted the deal had been 
finalised. 

He said: “We are thrilled to sign the lease 
and can now move forward. It has been a long 
slog and I have to thank the Friends of the 
Dudley Hippodrome who kept it in the lime¬ 
light for four years. We have had a great rap¬ 
port with the council and we now need people 
to come out in force.” 

All hope for the Dudley landmark looked lost 
when the council revealed plans to knock it 
down and replace it with an open public space. 

But the campaign group came up with a vi¬ 
able plan for its future which was deemed ac¬ 
ceptable by council bosses. 

The Hippodrome was built in 1938 on the 
site of the Dudley Opera House, which was de¬ 
stroyed by fire in 1937, and its first top of the 
bill act was Jack Hylton and his Band on De¬ 
cember 19 1938. It was a variety theatre until 
1964, then operated by Gala Bingo to 2009.

I SUPPOSE we should be pleased that 
local authorities are to get a £2.4 million 
boost to deal with potholes in this neck 
of the woods.

John in extra special 
hope for film success 


He’s a regular on our TV 
screens, but now extra John 
Walker is changing direction. 

RICHARD GUTTRIDGE reports 

HE has been used to being in the 
background during his career but 
one of the country’s most prolif¬ 
ic TV extras is now taking centre 
stage. 

Scroll down the shows in the TV guide 
and John Walker will have appeared in 
most of them. 

Casualty, The Bill, Hollyoaks - the Dudley 
actor has been there and done it. 

But he has made the unlikely transition 
from background filler to promising movie 
director after a film he directed himself was 
shown in cinemas around the world. 

His budget horror film, Amityville, which 
was partly filmed in the Black Country, was 
a box office hit in the Philippines - after he 
ploughed £30,000 into the project. 

Scary movie fans will recognise the name 
immediately, with Mr Walker’s low-budget 
flick taking inspiration from the classic The 
Amityville Horror. 

Counters 

Part of the film was shot at Wednesbury 
Town Hall, which took on the guise of an eerie 
American library. It is not just as a hospital 
patient or enjoying a pint in the Queen Vic 
where you might have spotted John. 

You may well recognise him from the food 
counters at Tesco in Dudley, where he still 
hasn’t given up the day job despite having his 
films watched all over the world. 

He said: “I’ve been doing extra work for 
years, but I finally decided it was time to make 
my own film which I had planned to shoot in 
the UK. 

“One of my films has done well in the USA, 
Canada and UK on DVD. It even had six cine¬ 
mas showing it in the UK. 

“I can’t believe how well it’s done. I guess 
I’m very lucky.”

John has made more than 2,000 TV appear¬ 
ances, starring in 200 different shows includ¬ 
ing regular spots in Holby City, Doctors and 
Midsomer Murders. 

He has also been in films, with one of his 
most notable appearances as Archie the butler 
alongside Harry Potter star Daniel Radcliffe in 
2012 thriller The Woman in Black. 

John said: “I was working in a supermarket 
when I started working as a TV extra. 

“I made some contacts and in 2008 I worked 
on production design for a TV pilot called 
‘Spooked’ which didn’t become a series but I 
learned a lot.” He continued: “Amityville cost 
me my entire savings. 


“Even after it was dubbed into German, 
made into 3D, sold on blu-ray and had a na¬ 
tionwide Philippines cinema release, I made 
not lp back. Not a penny as it seems the 
American distributor went bankrupt. It’s all 
about loving the genre and film-making, I’m 
one of the few who’s happy on both sides of 
the camera. 

“Amityville was my first directed film and 
I was lucky. It was sold at retail giants, Wal- 
mart and Target in the USA and Canada and 
in Morrisons, Asda and Sainsbury’s over here. 
Funnily enough, Tesco never took it.” 

John has worked as a first assistant director 
on four feature films: Aijun and Alison, Dead¬ 
time, Cry Wolf, The Truth, with an additional 
eight short films under his directing belt. The 
critics weren’t always kind but John insisted 
it was an achievement just to have some of 


the heavyweights scrutinising his movie. He 
added: “The Guardian said it was rubbish, but 
they still reviewed my movie so I felt that le¬ 
gitimised it.” 

Patience is key when you’re a television 
actor, according to John, who says it can in¬ 
volve a lot of waiting around before a few 
minutes of action. An ability to blend into the 
background is also important. Speaking ear¬ 
lier this year about his career progression, he 
explained: “You have got to be patient. Really 
we are just living, breathing props they need 
to keep warm and feed. 

“The actors are the real stars. Some people 
have ideas above their stations. We are there 
just to be in the background. Our job is to help 
bring a scene to life. The audience’s eyes may 
only be on the actors but the background also 
has to look right.”

Safety rules move over 


the trampoline parks 

POPULAR trampoline parks n | _ T ~ 


need more safety measures, say 
a group of organisations. 

A total of 13 organisations including 
the British Gymanastics and the In¬ 
ternational Association of Trampoline 
Parks have backed the new series of 
rules to make the parks safer. 

The rules that have been suggested in¬ 
clude better lighting for clearer visibility 
and padding on walls or obstacles within 
1.5m of an area where trampolines may be 
dismounted. 

Figures obtained from a Freedom of 
Information request showed that the am¬ 
bulance service were called to three tram¬ 
poline parks in the Black Country 34 times 
between 2015 and 2016.

Indoor trampoline parks are made up of 
several trampolines next to one another 
which can include a range of activities such 
as a basketball, slides and bridges to jump 
off. 

The service were called to Flip Out on 
Opal Way in Stone the most, 17 times in 
the space of a year for a range of different 
incidents. 

Peter Brown, chairman of the UK com¬ 
mittee of the international association of 
trampoline parks, said: “As an industry 
we’ve been working very hard to increase 
safety across the board as this new industry 
started in 2014 with only four or five parks 
but now there are 120 parks open. 

“There are no current regulations or best 
standards out there. Enforcing agents like 
the local authorities and Health and Safety 
England don’t know what they’re looking 
at when they’re going to the parks.” 

Problems dealt with include fitting, 
trauma and lower back pain, 

Air Space trampoline park in Wolver¬ 
hampton, the biggest of its kind in the 
Midlands, was visited by the emergency 
services 12 times between 2015 and 2016 
whilst Jump Nation on Bentley Mill Way in 
Walsall five times.

Curator Richard Brown said: “We know Beryl was 
here during the early 1970s and she was already an 
adult then so she was a very good age for the species.

Debt hits 45,000 children 


MORE than 45,000 children in the Black 
Country are living in families trapped in prob¬ 
lem debt, a national charity has revealed. 

It means that one in six families with children 
across the region have been failing to keep up with 
household bills and loan repayments over the past 
year. 

The evidence, based on a survey commissioned by The 
Children’s Society, also showed that families with children 
are more than twice as likely to have been trapped in prob¬ 
lem debt as childless households. 

In some cases children are going without basics such as 
food, clothing or heating, as well as suffering worry, anxi¬ 
ety and bullying. 

The figures show that Sandwell has the biggest problem 
with 7,300 families in serious debt, affecting 13,000 chil¬ 


dren, followed by Walsall with 7,100 families, including a 
total of 12,600, with debt problems. 

Dudley has 5,600 families in a similar situation, affect¬ 
ing 10,000 children, and Wolverhampton 9,400 families, 
including 9,600 children, in trouble with debt. 

Concerned 

The charity says it is ‘deeply concerned’ about the impact 
of debt. 

The survey of 2,000 adults, carried out by Opinium, 
found that families in problem debt over the last year are 
juggling an average of four different types of debt. 

Children in low-income families facing multiple debts are 
at far higher risk of experiencing mental health problems 
than those in families who owe money to a single type of 
credito, says the charity. 

The most common sources of problem debt is arrears on

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energy bills, and this is followed by loans from friends and 
family, bank loans, and council tax. 

Almost one third of parents have arrears totalling ore 
than £5,000. 

The Children’s Society, as part of its Debt Trap cam¬ 
paign, is calling for changes to how creditors treat families 
with children who fall behind on bills and repayments. 

It is urging the Government to introduce a 12-month 
‘breathing space’ to give struggling families a period of pro¬ 
tection from additional charges, interest and enforcement 
action while they seek advice, put their finances in order, 
and get back on their feet. 

The charity is publishing a draft of a parliamentary bill 
to make this ‘breathing space’ a reality for hundreds of 
thousands of families. 

The bill is being sponsored by Kelly Tolhurst, Conserv¬ 
ative MP for Rochester and Strood, and will be debated by 
MPs in the New Year.

Electric cars spark 
10,000 jobs hope 

THE boss of Jaguar Land Rover wants to make new 
electric vehicles in the West Midlands, creating 10,000 
new jobs at JLR and up to 60,000 more in its supply 
chain across the region. 

Ralf Speth has also outlined ambitions to double JLR’s 
car production to one million vehicles a year by 2020 - 
and double its workforce to 90,000. The plans were out¬ 
lined as a meeting of political and business leaders at 
Warwick University on Thursday night, organised by 
Professor Lord Kumar Bhattacharyya, a close adviser to 
JLR and its Indian owners, Tata Motors. He is also head 
of the university’s Warwick Manufacturing Group. 

Lord Bhattacharyya said JLR wanted to start work on 
the electric cars project at Coventry by 2018, with cars 
going into production by 2019. It follows the launch of 
JLR’s first electric car, the I-Pace, in Los Angeles last 
week. It will be built in Austria ‘because we couldn’t do 
it fast enough in this country,’ said Lord Bhattacharyya. 

“But the next generation will be done here, hopefully,” 
he added. “That will create 10,000 jobs. That could liter¬ 
ally be another 50,000 to 60,000 jobs among suppliers.” 


Cousin used 
murder 
victim's 
bank card 


THE cousin of murdered Richard Groves was 
involved in a fraud to take money from his 
bank account after his death, a court heard. 

Homeless Darren Lander was jailed for more than 
15 years last month after he savagely killed 32-year- 
old Mr Groves, after Mr Groves had felt sorry for 
him and allowed him to stay at his flat at Alfred 
Gunn House in Thompson Road, Langley. 


At Walsall Magistrates 
Court, Christopher Bon¬ 
ner, 38-year-old cousin of 
Mr Groves, admitted one 
charge of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation where he used 
Mr Groves’ bank card at the 
Post Office on High Street, 
Oldbury, two days after his 
death. 

The transaction, made 
after Bonner was given the 
card by Lander, only totalled 
£2. But the court heard that 
in the weeks following the 
murder, Bonner and P hili p 
McEvoy, 42, from Yardley 
Close, Oldbury, used the 
card a several times, with¬ 
drawing around £500 that 
the pair spent on drugs. 

Ms Alka Brigue, prose¬ 
cuting, said that McEvoy 
had been given the card by 
Bonner,while each’s defence 
solicitor said neither man 
knew that the card belonged 
to the deceased Mr Groves. 

Prosecuting McEvoy, 
who pleaded guilty to nine 
counts of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation, Ms Brigue said: 
“When officers examined 
the body of Mr Groves, they 
saw that his pockets were 
turned inside out and began 
to investigate his financial 
affairs. They saw that in 
the days since his death, 
there had been activity on

his bank card and began 
to track down who was re¬ 
sponsible for this. CCTV 
enquiries were carried out 
with shops where the card 
had been used and this led 
officers to Mr McEvoy.” 

Defending McEvoy, Dawn 
Foxhall said: “Mr McEvoy 
can’t read or write so didn’t 
recognise the name on the 
card.” 

Defending Bonner, Roy 
Patterson said: “This is bi¬ 
zarre because the victim of 
the murder is my defend¬ 
ant’s cousin. He didn’t know 
that the card belonged to Mr 
Groves and since this has 
come to light he has suffered 
a great deal - he wasn’t al¬ 
lowed to attend the funeral 
and has been shunned by 
his family.” 

McEvoy was given a 12 
month community order, 
20 days of rehabilitation ac¬ 
tivity and a six month drug 
rehabilitation programme. 
He was also ordered to pay 
£502 compensation, an £85 
victim’s surcharge and £135 
costs. Bonner was given an 
eight week curfew, ordered 
to pay £2 compensation, an 
£85 victim surcharge and 
costs of £135.

Homes and shops scheme at 
brickyard gets green light 


A MAJOR housing and retail development 
can go ahead near Kingswinford after being 
approved by councillors. 

Up to 200 homes, shops, a gym and restaurants 
will be created as part of ambitious plans for a for¬ 
mer brickyard off Stalling’s Lane. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee approved the ap¬ 
plication last week despite some concerns over noise. 


In addition to the 200 
homes, the masterplan in¬ 
cludes 7,205 square metres 
of retail space, 700 sq m for 
gym and leisure facilities 
and a family pub or restau¬ 
rant covering 590 sq m.

Some members of the 
planning committee were 
uneasy about potential con¬ 
flict between residents and 
nearby manufacturers over 
noise. 

Two hundred year old 
brick and tile firm Hinton 
Perry & Davenhill, Ltd, is 
near to the site. At a pre¬

Advice on 
avoiding a 
taxing time 
in New Year 

SMALL businesses are be¬ 
ing urged to complete their 
online tax returns ahead of 
the Christmas festivities 
to avoid being landed with 
hefty fines. 

Lloyd Evans, who owns 
TaxAssist Accountants 
in Kingswinford, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Halesowen, 
says business people should 
file returns now. 

With December and 
January often being one 
of the busiest periods for 
businesses in the leisure 
and retail industries, local 
tax specialist Mr Evans is 
warning businesses to en¬ 
sure they file well before 
the January 31 deadline to 
avoid getting fined by HM 
Revenue & Customs. 

Mr Evans said: “How¬ 
ever good intentions can 
be, with Christmas and 
January sales in between, 
the January 31 tax dead¬ 
line still sneaks up on many 
small businesses, resulting 
in nearly a million UK tax¬ 
payers receiving immediate 
£100 penalties for missing 
the deadline each year. 

Harsher 

“This penalty applies 
even if they have no tax 
to pay, or have, in fact, al¬ 
ready paid the tax they owe. 
Returns which are three 
months late face an addi¬ 
tional £10 a day penalty up 
to a maximum of £900 and 
even harsher penalties are 
applied if the delay is over 
six months. 

“We’re urging the local 
business community not to 
make Christmas a taxing 
time by leaving it too late.”

Hospital 
is 'doing 
all it can' 
to recruit 


RUSSELLS Hall Hospital in Dudley was un¬ 
derstaffed on more than 130 occasions over 
a month, figures reveal. 

The hospital sets a required amount of care and support 
staff for each shift. But, in October, the hospital was unable 
to meet that number over 136 shifts. This was the highest 
number of occasions in a month since December 2015. 


Bosses at the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust put this down to com¬ 
plications related to care 
and expected the number to 
drop to normal levels during 
last month. 

The hospital has been 
struggling to fill vacancies, 
according to a report to the 
Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust. Shift numbers 
were made up of figures for 
both registered staff and 
care workers. Where vacan¬ 
cies have caused problems, 
agency staff as well as staff 
from other departments 
have had to be drafted in to 
fill those gaps. 

Trust bosses said recruit¬ 
ment from the local area 
would continue, as would 
advertising for registered 
nurses. 

Doctor Paul Harrison, 
acting chief executive at the 
trust, said: “In October we

saw a higher than expected 
number of patients with 
complex needs. For exam¬ 
ple, our maternity unit had 
a higher than expected num¬ 
ber of complex births. This 
explains the increase in the 
number of shifts under the 
required levels of staff. 

“We have robust esca¬ 
lation systems to manage 
these situations and patient 
safety was maintained.” 

Dr Harrison added: 
“There is a national short¬ 
age of many health pro¬ 
fessionals, specifically 
registered nurses. We are 
doing all we can to recruit 
new staff.”

MORE than 150 traditional red phone 
boxes in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire could be scrapped. 

BT Group is carrying out a 90- 
day consultation period, due to end 
in January, to determine which 171 
phone boxes may be taken out of use. 

The telecommunications group 
wants to get feedback from local res¬ 
idents in the regions after 49 of them 
in total were not used even once in the 
past 12 months. In the Black Country, 
18 Dudley phone boxes could go - five 
of which were not used in the past 
year. While 14 boxes in including two 
which made no calls in Sandwell. 

Eleven Wolverhampton phone 
boxes could be scrapped, with two not 
used and 17 in Walsall, of which four 
were unused. 

BT Group says the consultation 
process will give local communities 
the opportunity to keep a traditional 
red ‘heritage’ phone box and make 
them an asset that local people can 
enjoy, if they are switched off. For just 
£1, communities can ‘adopt’ a box, 
giving it a new lease of life as some¬ 
thing completely different.

British Gas offices shut doors for good

BRITISH Gas offices in Oldbury have 
closed their doors for the final time 
with the loss of more than 600 jobs. 

The energy firm revealed plans in 
April to close its office at Swallowfield 
One. A total of 645 jobs were axed. 

Now British Gas has confirmed its 
offices closed earlier this month. The 
giant has revealed 420 of the Oldbury 
staff have now found new jobs else¬ 
where. 

Sandwell Council leaders called the 
closure a ‘devastating blow’ to Oldbury 
which has also seen the loss of jobs at 


in Wolverhampton Road, Oldbury, which closed down last month 

Npower and Carphone Warehouse. 

The latest figures from Sandwell 
Council reveal more than 200 former 
British Gas workers remain out of 
work following the closure at Oldbury. 


why those jobs have gone at British 
Gas. I think it is unfair that because 
five per cent of their share prices were 
lost, we lose almost 700 jobs.” 


Councillor Stephen Jones, chair¬ 
man of the jobs, economy and enter¬ 
prise scrutiny board, said: “This is just 
another devastating blow to Oldbury. 
More than 600 jobs have gone here, 
and with 1,400 jobs lost at Npower in 
Oldbury and those at Carphone Ware¬ 
house in the town, that adds up to 
more than 2,000.1 would like to know 


Councillor Jones said the figure 
for staff out of work was revealed at 
the last committee meeting in Octo¬ 
ber. But an update on that number 
will be delivered at the next meeting. 
Sandwell Council and Job Centre Plus 
stepped in to help staff find new jobs 
following the losses at British Gas in 
Oldbury. The offices were closed on 
November 11. 


FRAUDSTERS have been caught out sub-letting their coun¬ 
cil houses. A crackdown uncovered four council tenants 
who brazenly let their properties out. 

They were caught following an investigation by Sandwell Council’s 
CCTV and fraud teams. Footage showed three properties being used 
by people who were not the tenants. At the other, images showed a ten¬ 
ant living at a different property resulting in benefit over payments. 

The fraud meant families on the 
borough’s massive housing waiting 
list were being denied a roof over their 
heads. The four tenants were evicted 
and bosses said it was unlikely they 
would be given council housing again. 

Getting back the properties is ex¬ 
pected to save the cash-strapped coun¬ 
cil £400,000. The action has seen the 
properties go back into legitimate use. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling 
said: “It is a crime and a serious issue 
about people having tenancies on 
council houses they are not entitled to. 

Qualified 

“If they have moved on and bought 
a house, for them to sub-let it out to 
other people and make a profit on it, 
which is what they tend to do, then 
it is a crime and they should be duly 
prosecuted. We often mention people 
on waiting lists applying for council 
housing and every one of these houses 
that is unlawfully and fraudulently let 
out means that somebody who is qual¬ 
ified and on waiting lists is missing 
out,” he said. 

Sandwell Council wants to build 
about 600 homes over the next three 
years, at a cost of £74.1 million. As 
well as building homes from scratch, 
the authority is also keen to buy 
homes on new developments from 
house builders to boost numbers. 

Earlier this year it was revealed 
there were more than 6,000 people 
in the borough on the council house 
waiting list.

ONE of the oldest trophies in football 
which was contested by early Wolves 
and Albion teams will take its rightful 
place in the National Football Museum 
after being saved from the scrapheap. 

The Wednesbury Charity Cup was 
restored by a Black Country jeweller 
after being brought into his store by 
a customer and has now sold for more 
than £7,000 at auction. 

It pre-dates the Football League and 
was won by both Wolves and Albion 
during the late 19th century. 

Aaron Sheldon, from Wednesbury 
jewellers Bowjangles, admitted he 
thought the cup was a piece of scrap 


when it was first shown to him in a 
worn condition. But he set to work on 
it and soon had it sparkling again. 

The trophy caught the attention 
of the National Football Museum in 
Manchester, which houses some of the 
rarest and most famous football mem¬ 
orabilia. It went under the hammer at 
Cuttlestones auctioneers in Penkridge 
on Friday, selling for £7,250 - more 
than £2,000 above its guide price. The 
sale is also good news for Wednesbury 
football team Wood Green Athletic, 
which is due to receive 15 per cent of 
the sale price. 

Ben Gamble, from Cuttlestones, 


said: “It is an important trophy from 
towards the end of the 19th century. 
All of the main sides in the West Mid¬ 
lands played in it and many won it. It 
is nice that it was saved from being 
scrapped and will go on display to the 
public.” 

The Wednesbury Charity Cup dates 
back to 1880 and was launched as an 
end-of-season competition. The first 
team to win it was Stafford Road. Wal¬ 
sall Town won it in 1886 and two years 
later it was lifted by Wolves. Albion 
then got their hands on it in 1894. The 
competition ran until 1991 when Cra- 
dley Town were the last team to win it.

Air fighter Defiant 
right until the end 


WOLVERHAMPTON’S 
highest profile contribu¬ 
tion to World War Two was 
the Boulton Paul Defiant 
fighter. 

Two squadrons of Defiants 
fought in the Battle of Britain, 
and seven squadrons fought 
as night fighters during the 
Blitz. Later the aircraft served 
in air-sea rescue squadrons, as 
an electronic countermeasures 
aircraft and finally as a target 
tug. 

The Defiant had a revolu¬ 
tionary concept as all the guns 
were in the power-operated 
gun turret. When the proto¬ 
type first flew in 1937 the tur¬ 
ret was not yet ready, so it flew 
for a while as a single seater. 

As production aircraft were 
delivered to the RAF it fell to 
No 264 Squadron to introduce 
it into service, and to work out 
new tactics for the new con-

cept. The squadron fought over 
Holland and Dunkirk, where 
it set a record by claiming 37 
German aircraft shot down for 
no loss to itself. 

In the Battle of Britain it 
was joined by No 141 Squad¬ 
ron, but as the summer of 1940 
turned to winter, and the Blitz 
began the Defiants, includ¬ 
ing five more squadrons, were 
switched to night fighting, 
and were the most successful 
aircraft until radar-equipped 
fighters came along. 

As it was replaced as a front¬ 
line aircraft, the Defiant was 
still found vital roles, serving 
in Air-Sea Rescue squadrons, 
searching for downed aviators 
in the North Sea and Channel, 
and dropping life-rafts. One 


squadron, No 515, became the 
world’s first electronic coun¬ 
termeasures unit, jamming 
German radar and communi¬ 
cations, and still the Defiant 
was not finished. 

Large numbers were con¬ 
verted to the vital target-tug 
role, both for the RAF and the 
Fleet Air Arm, and even the 
United States Air Force. 

The sole surviving original 
Defiant has been in the RAF 
Museum at Hendon for near¬ 
ly 50 years, but will soon be 
moved to the RAF Museum at 
Cosford, coming home. 

The Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre, which has 
its own Defiant cockpit on 
display, has stocked up with 
Defiant model kits, in time 
for Christmas. The centre, a 
volunteer-run charity, is open 
every Sunday, with many of its 
aircraft cockpits free to enter.

‘The music I like is the music that 
I listen to on the radio all the time 
and I’m like ‘oh I know that one!”’ 

Although we suspect the Strictly 
Come Dancing presenter is being 
more than a little self-deprecating, 
it’s probably for the best that she’s 
not hosting the BBC Music Awards 
2016 on her own. Instead, she’s 
joining forces with Fearne Cotton, 
who she thinks is the perfect 
person for the job. 

Claudia says: “I can’t wait to be 
with Fearne as all we’ve ever done 
is chatted and gossiped. She’s a 
proper friend, and we’ve never 
worked together so I’m just going to 
be standing there smiling at her. 
“She’s amazing and she’s got 


musical gravitas. She knows what 
she’s talking about and I can be the 
idiot, and that always suits me.”

FORGET Peter Kay and his gar¬ 
lic bread, I’ve found an alterna¬ 
tive taste sensation, mint rice. 
Mint... and rice. It’s the future 
I tell you. 

It was not my initial choice to ac¬ 
company my fish dish at the Masala 
Lounge in Wednesfield, I had opted 
for a sizzling variety. However, I lis¬ 
tened to the advice of the waiter, and 
didn’t regret it. 

Located at the old Cross Guns pub, 
in Lichfield Road, the restaurant itself 
is doing a roaring trade and has been a 
popular draw for the townsfolk since it 
opened four years ago. 

Inviting 

It’s easy to see why as it’s spacious and 
inviting, with more than 100 covers, and 
with booths for the extra privacy and 
comfort, more than adequately catering 
for the customers wishing to get a taste 
of what is on offer. 

Parking is available, too, which is al¬ 
ways an added attraction. Nine staff are 
employed at Masala Lounge, and it’s clear 
they have a rapport with the clientele. 

Jointly operated by Juhel Miah and 
Hafiz Khan, one could even say it’s the 
‘Juhel’ in the crown. 

The management team have run res¬ 
taurants around the West Midlands, 
while the chef has 35 years experience. 
Having honed his skills in India, he has 
worked in many top UK restaurants, so 
there’s no doubting the quality of fare on 
offer. It has five stars from RateMy Plate

and has been highly recommended on Trip 
Advisor due to its favourable reviews on the 
site. 

The menu comes with fusion appetisers 
and authentic curries, together with tan- 
doori exclusives and traditional favourites. 
Fish dishes include the zinga cinnamon and 
the cod machli salan, which was my choice. 
But this was after starters, something I 
rarely partake in. 

They just sounded so tempting, however, 
like the haddock kebab, dipped in eggs, with 
mixed spices and breadcrumbs. I overlooked 


that, though, in favour of the Bombay wraps, 
chicken breast served in a sweet chilli sauce, 
while the other half chose the vegetable sa- 
mosa. 

She even strayed from tradition by going 
half and half with her regular chicken 
makhani, combining it with a chicken dahi, 
which she enjoyed just as much. Oh yes, and 
there was a tikka masala for our younger 
guest. 

My own main was meaty, only moder¬ 
ately spicy, but the accompanying rice was 
something I would never have dreamed of. 


It worked a treat. The restaurant is not li¬ 
censed, but I was able to wash mine down 
with some ale that I bought earlier. The 
starters took their toll as we were unable to 
manage desserts, despite its tempting selec¬ 
tions. 

Masala Lounge is open every day from 
5.30pm. Bookings are being taken for 
Christmas Day, with three choices of either 
Indian or English fare for £28.95 per adult 
and £12.95 for children, under 12.

Small SUV-style ‘Juke-genre’ Crossover models 
are all the rage just at present. Every mainstream 
brand, it seems, must have one. Here’s Suzuki’s 
offering for customers in this sector, the 
surprisingly light, lithe and fashionable Vitara. 

The Vitara is the kind of youthful, dynamic-looking 
product that buyers of compact Crossover models 
seem to want. On paper, it certainly seems to tick 
all the ‘Juke-genre’ boxes, with lifestyle looks, 
trendy cabin technology and superministandards 
of efficiency. It even claims to be a rewarding 
steer on twisty tarmac, especially with the 1.4-litre 
BOOSTERJET 1.4-litre petrol turbo engine that 
the Japanese brand has added since this car was 
originally launched. That really would make it different 
from small Suzuki SUVs of the past. There are familiar 
touches though: value pricing, high specifications 
and a 4WD option - something actually relatively 
unusual in this segment. 

The performance-orientated 1.4-litre petrol turbo 
engine is one of Suzuki’s newest units and gives this 
car a reasonable turn of speed, enabling it to make 
62mph in 10.2s en route to 124mph. Otherwise, the 
mechanicals aren’t anything too surprising, shared as 
they are with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. That means 
buyers get to choose between either a 1.6-litre petrol 
engine ora much preferable Fiat-sourced 118bhp 1.6 
diesel, both being offered in front or four-wheel drive

guises.The petrol engine is fitted with a five-speed 
manual gearbox as standard with an optional CVT 
transmission also offered. Go diesel and you get a 
six-speed manual ‘box. The short overhangs will help 
with off-roading but the 185mm ground clearance 
isn’t that generous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive system is standard 
with the 1.4-litre petrol turbo and optional with the 
1.6-litre variants. 

With tight proportions and a front end that has more 
than a hint of current Land Rover design about it, 
the Vitara is quite an assured piece of design work. 
There’s also a blacked-out floating glasshouse, 
heavily sculpted flanks and a very neat taillamp finish. 
Buyers can also specify a rugged package which 
adds front and rear skidplates as well as additional 
body side mouldings. 

Suzuki cabins have long been the marque’s weak 
link but this Vitara shows the company pulling its 
socks up a bit. Okay, so the idea of body-coloured 
metal across the dash isn’t a new one (many of you 
will recall the Fiat Coupe mining that trend way back 
in ‘93) but Suzuki also offers chrome around the 
gearlever and door trims, plus an analogue clock. It’s 
by no means a large vehicle, breaking the tape at just 
over four metres long, but still features a features a 
375-litre boot. 

Prices start at around £14,000 for the entry-level 
1.6-litre petrol, but you’ll need a £20,000 budget for 
the petrol ALLGRIP 4WD version. 1.6 DDiS diesel 
model pricing starts at around £17,000. For the 
1.4-litre petrol turbo ALLGRIP model, you’ll need 
around £21,000. All variants get seven airbags, 
16-inch alloy wheels, a DAB Radio with USB and 
Bluetooth connectivity, cruise control with a speed 
limiter, auto air conditioning, front and rear electric 
windows and projector headlamps. The SZ-T trim 
adds 17-inch alloy wheels, rear privacy glass, 
Smartphone link audio and a navigation system. 
Moving up to SZ5 adds LED Projector headlights, 17- 
inch polished alloy wheels, suede seat fabric, keyless 
entry with start button, Adaptive Cruise Control, 

Radar Brake Support and a Panaoramic sunroof. 

There’s a range of personalisation options and 
two key extra-cost packages. The ‘Urban’ package 
consists of fog lamp bezels (chrome-plated), body- 
side mouldings, and a roof spoiler. The ‘Rugged’ 
package delivers front and rear skid plates, fog lamp 
bezels, body-side mouldings and loading edge 
protection.
